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Proposed Group W rate increase causes flap 


Jan Maddox of Sierra Madre probably spent 
the most time chopping away at Group W Cable 
Television at the City Council meeting Tuesday 
evening. And for that time she received a hearty 
applause from the large audience present for the 
public hearing following the cable company’s re¬ 
quest for fee escalations. 

Maddox noted that the difference between the 
consumer price index from the time the franchise 
was signed with Group W and today was .57°?o. 
Yet, she said, the company is asking for greater 
higher increases than that percentage despite, ac¬ 
cording to information given to the council mem¬ 
bers by City Administrator Jim McRea, that “The 
Grantee may, however, without City Council ap¬ 
proval, increase its rates and charges otherwise 
subject to Grantor regulations at any time, pro- 


Ivided that such increase and all prior increases do 
not in the aggregate exceed the aggregate increase 
in the Consumer Price Index .. 

Maddox stated she believes that was “a loop¬ 
hole in your ordinance drawn up by Charlie Mar¬ 
tin.” Martin was city attorney at the time the 
franchise was written. He now serves as special 
counsel to Sierra Madre. 

Maddox also noted that the cable company

the CPI); 58% for additional outlets for pay service 
(52% above CPI); 136% more for FM service 
(130% above CPI); 439% for satellite service 
(433% above CPI). She said, “It seems obvious 
that this is unconscionable ... In my opinion, 
(the remote costs) from Group W are already il¬ 
legal charges.” 


She accused the council of “malfeasance of 
office.” Maddox noted that Arcadia Group W has 
been asked for no increase — “Just as they have 
not been burdened with the $3 charge for remote 
control devices.” 

She charged the council members, “Your con¬ 
stituents are indeed being discriminated against.” 
She mentioned that Joe Biolsi, manager of both 
the Arcadia and Sierra Madre Group W offices 
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any rate increase for five years and yet “We haven’t 
had a franchise with Group W that long.” 

Mayor Tom Edwards defended former City 
Attorney Charles Martin when he said, “(The 
franchise) was done by the City Council, not Mr. 
Martin. Arcadia voted to keep their old franchise 
and not create a new one.” 


But Maddox was not the only one to take 
Martin to task. Ralph Schroeder probed the coun¬ 
cil about Martin’s status here, asking why Martin 
continues to work for Irwindale, Temple City and 
Sierra Madre although he signed an exclusive con¬ 
tract with South Pasadena about a year ago, agree¬ 
ing to work as city manager and city attorney for 
only one other city. He is Temple City’s attorney 
and is serving as special counsel for Sierra Madre. 
He is both city attorney and city manager at both 
South Pasadena and Irwindale. 

Mayor Edwards insisted that the special counsel 
does not carry the same function as a city attorney, 
the title Martin had here before he resigned. 

Schroeder insisted, “There are a lot of at-

Experts tell us that the average Ameri¬ 
can household uses about 250 gallons 
of water each day. About 45% of that is 
flushed down the toilet. The remainder 
goes for showering, bathing, laundering, 
other washing, cooking and drinking.

As water bills climb, many home¬ 
makers start looking for ways to save 
water. Here are some tips that may help 
, reduce your soaring costs to a mere 
trickle: 

— Keep the faucet turned off when 
brushing teeth. 

—- To wash clothes in the sink, fill 
It first with water and let the garments 
soak. For rinsing, fill a plastic tub with 

water. 

— Use an automatic toilet bowl 
cleaner which can keep your bowl clean 
for a month or more without brushing. 
It dispenses only the amount of chlorine 
that’s needed with each flush. 

— Keep a bottle of cold water chilling 
In the refrilgerator so you don’t have to 
let water run to get a refreshing drink. 

— Don’t use the automatic dish¬ 
washer until it’s full. 

The average price in the United States 
tor safe, clean drinking water Is only $1.03 
per thousand gallons, about 10 gallons 
for a penny. 

Compare the cost of water to other 
liquids: a gallon of cooking oil costs 
about $5.79. A gallon of milk, nearly $1.90. 
A gallon of beer, over $3.20. A gallon of 
whiskey costs nearly $30.

LA Chamber opposes 
Proposition 36 and 40 


At a meeting of the 
Board of Directors on 
Thursday, Sept. 6, the 
Los Angeles Area Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce an¬ 
nounced its opposition 
to Proposition 36, the 
Jarvis IV Initiative and 
Proposition 40, the Cam¬ 
paign Contribution Limi¬ 
tation Initiative. 

According to the cham¬ 
ber, Proposition 36 is too 
far-reaching and threat¬ 
ens the ability of local 
government to provide 
necessary public services. 
Future economic develop¬ 
ment in California com¬ 


munities will probably 
be inhibited if this mea¬ 
sure is approved by the 
voters. The public bud¬ 
get has been trimmed 
as a result of Proposi¬ 
tion 13 and further re¬ 
strictions will come only 
at the expense of needed 
public services. 

Similarly the chamber 
opposes Proposition 40 
as being too comprehen¬ 
sive and restrictive in its 
provision. This measure 
would cost up to $150,- 
000 in administrative ex¬ 
penses in 1984-85 and up 
to $300,000 annually 
thereafter.

torneys out there. Has the city ever thought of 
going out and looking for another attorney?’’ 

Councilman Charles Corp also defended 
Martin, “Charlie Martin is a highly reputable 
attorney. He has special information, for instance. 
Group W.” 

And Edwards added, “Martin has been as¬ 
sociated with the city for a number of years. His 
fees are quite a lot less.” He alluded to Mar¬ 
tin’s “volunteerism” and added, “For many things 
he doesn’t charge a penny.” 

Dan Parker asked why we were talking with 
Group W about a rate increase when we had not 
yet resolved the problem with the $3 charge for 
the remote devices. 

David Rickard asked what “from time to time 
(Group W may) change its rates so as to enable 
a fair and reasonable return on its investment.” 
No one answered him. ' 

Bill Bargan asked why “they’re going to charge 
me $19.95 if 1 drop pay service.” The company 
is adding that cost for removing a pay service 
from a home. 

Mrs. Victor Daniels asked if the council had 
ever requested a profit and loss statement from 
Group W. The Mayor told her that it had been 
“provided up to 1983 and was now at the city 
administrator’s office. ” 

Both Mayor Edwards and Councilman Sam 
Simpson said they had never paid the $3 charge 
for the remote device which was instigated about 
a ^ear ago. “It was stated as illegal last fall,” Ed¬ 
wards said. 

Simpson said, “I’m very unhappy about the 
remote charge. 1 haven’t paid it and I won’t until 
I’m forced to ... I think the increase is way out 
of line . . .I’m not happy you’re going to charge 
customers to take out service (alluding to Bargan’s 
complaint).”

Tips, Tales & Tantalizers 

With October soon upon us, I think 
it’s only right for me to let everyone know 
about a well-known weather tip (at least in 
New Jersey). If the codfish start running in 
October, it’s going to be a tough, cold winter. 
That means rain, a noticeable drop in 
temperature, and snow flurries. (Sounds great 
right now.) You see, codfish normally run in 
December. 

All sea-faring men have been great 
watchers of the common codfish for many 
years. This species of fish is magical.
